gentleman compared with the cattleman, This 
{a not highly complimentary to the stoker, but it 
tends to show that he is not the most degraded of 
the tollers of civilization, Since the architects of 
the great twin-screw ships recognized the 
fireman's existence, and made a fire-room 
in which qn ordinary man may live for a 
time, the fireman has improved somewhat. In 
dispelling the gloom of the fire-room the ship- 
builder shed some light into the soul of the firee 
man, In an atmosphere made’ breathable by 
huge ventilating fans, and cheerful by electric 
lights when the furnace doors are closed, the 
fireman can-do more work with less fatigue 
than formerly, Of course, It ‘wasn’ pure.
